LATEST ON CHARLIE MASLIN AS KING CANUTE (OR THE VAIN ATTEMPT 
OF ONE MAN TO HALT PROGRESS) 


The enclosed letter was passed on to us. It is sad to see a 
trade union taking such a reactionary stance. It is utterly 
outrageous that a trade union should be calling for the red- 
undancies of other workers. 


We would like to correct some inaccuracies. Firstiy, we are 
not gav social workers but development workers. Secondly, we 
are funded by the Council itself by direct grant, not with 
urban aid. Thirdly, the Charter was passed on to Council com- 
mittees by Community Affairs Committee, not by us. 


At a Nalgo meeting of the voluntary sector the following mot- 
jon was passed: 
This Branch supports the consideration of the Charter 
for Lesbian and Gay Rights by the Council as an essent- 
ial step in eradicating discrimination against lesbians 
and gay men in the Borough. 


We deplore the fact that TGWU/ACTSS are effectively cal- 
ling for the sacking of other trade union members as 
contrary to fundamental trade union principles. 


This Branch calls on the Councii to continue to. pursue 
itXs considerations of the proposals in the Charter as 
Council policy. 


This Branch will continue to support any of it's members 
who are discriminated against in their work on the grou- 
nds of sexual orientation. 


Later that week articles appeared in The Mercury, Capital Gay 
and City Limits. 


On the following Wednesday we organised a lobby of the local 
Branch meeting of ACTSS. About twenty-five people attended, 
including a woman from Central London ACTSS who asked Charite 
Maslin if she could speak to the meeting. She was refused. We 
learnt that Charlie Maslin had told his members that we want- 
ed to have sex with three year olds! In his last statement to 
the press he said, 'Yes I am personally prejudiced and happen 
to believe that homosexuality is perverted'. We have written 
to Mr Maslin and suggested a meeting with hin. We also want 
to lobby the next Branch meeting: May 8th, Charlton House, 
Charlton, SE7. 


We have made this situation Wid y known ta the press: heft-wing 
and lesbian/gay organisations proposing, that thoy write to John 
Austin-Walker about the letter and asking for his continued sup- 
port of lesbian and gay rights. Letters to Charlie Maslin are 
also a good idea. Please send copies of all letters to us. 


EQUAL OPPORTUNITIES 


The Council has an equal opportunities policy that includes 
lesbians and gay men. Unfortunately we do not appear on any 

of the job adverts. We think that this may be ‘informal! 
censorship by a Council employee(s). In a leaflet that is 

being prepared for distribution to all council workers entitled 
‘Introduction to the Zqual Opportunities Policy’, we appear only 
once in the following paragraph: 


‘Many different groups of people are under-represented 
in the workforce at present and the Council has so 

far identified four groups for priority action. These 
are ethnic minorities, women, lesbians and gay men 

and disabled people.! 


John Austin-Walker, the leader of the Council has called for 

the deletion of ‘lesbians and gay men' on the grounds that 

there is no evidence for the statement. This appears to follow 
the crazy logic that as I have not met any then they don't exist! 
Clearly, if they are serious about ending discrimination then 
they must take the issue of our invisibility seriously. In order 
to make it safer for lesbians and gay men, they must include us 
whether they can prove it statistically or not. There is also 

a section on harassment which does not mention anti lesbian 

or anti gay harassment. We have written to all the relevant 
officers and councillors calling for a meeting to explain, 

yet again, our situation and demand that we are included” in 

this leaflet in bothsections. 
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PEOPLE 


The above programme was made by Albany Video and is about the 
abolition of the GLC and it's effect on the local community 
(Deptford/Greenwich/Lewisham). As we appeared in it, we went 
to see the rough edit last week. Once again we were aware of 
the issue of invisibility. The issues around race, sex and 
disability were taken up and discussed by all groups, but the 
only time that we were mentioned was when we were on... 


However, after looking through the transcript, we managed to 
make our contribution more positive. To their credit, Albany 
Video had read through all the transcripts and found one men- 
tion of lesbians (!) which will now be included.It really is 
time that we ceased being marginalised in this way!

Document, and call upon the Council to have it withdrawn immediately. 
Members of our Union at every level are now under instruction to refuse 
to deal with this Document in any way, or to furnish any information 
which may be called for.

We consider that our oririnal response to the Equal Opportunity Document 
relating to lesbians and Gay Men still stands, and we will actively oppose 
-any attempt by this Council to implement cither in part, or wholly, this 
so-called Freedom Charter. Irrespective of what the Lesbians and Gays 
may think, public opinion is still opposed to their way of life, and the 
majority of the Workers in Greenwich are likewise. 


We would also like to point out that preat concerm has been shown by the 
parents of mentally handicapped children who use Greenwich Services in 
relation to pararsraphs 5 and 6 on Page 24 of tie Document. They, alone with 
ourselves, are seekine leral opinion te see whether or not these paragraphs 
are actionable in Law. When the Urban Aid Amdine for the Lesbian and Gay 


Social Workers ceases in 1956 we call upon this Council not te take then 
on to our Payroll. ‘

' The workers at are writing to express our disgust 


at your letter to John Austin-Walker, and your comments 
to the press in relation to the Charter for Lesbian and 
Gay Rights. 


We would like to make the following points: 

1} You appear to base your opposition to the Charter on 

the grounds of 'public opinion’. Firstly, there is no 
evidence that the majority of people support discrimination 
at work. Secondly, ‘public opinion! as history has shown 
is certainly not always the best means for deciding social 
policy. In Germany, in the 1930's, "public opinion! about 
the Jewish people, Gypsies, homosexuals and mentally- 
handicapped people allowed the rise to power of a regime 
which murdered over six million people and destroyed 

the lives of millions more. 


If you agree that 'public opinion! is always right, then

presumably you would have to support the events that 
followed? ; 


2) “that makes you assume that all of your members are 


heterosexual? Given your prejudices, it seems unlikely 
that your lesbian and gay members would tell you other- 
wise. . : 


3) You assume that the Charter is only of concern to 
lesbians and gay men, that heterosexuals would not see 
the issues as relevant to them. This is certainly not 
the case. The freedom of all people to express their 
own sexuality in an open, honest and healthy manner 
without guilt, repression, ignorance and fear, must 
inevitably be linked with the struggle of lesbians and 
ray men against mindless bigotry and discrimination. 


4) As members of » we are horrified that members 
of a union can call for the redundancies of other workers. 


5) If you are coneerned about the harmful effect of some 
forms of sexual behaviour, then we suggest that you 

look in the right place, which is the overwhelmingly 
heterosexual behaviour of many adult men who sexually 
abuse and assualt women and children and whe sexually 
harass many women daily in the workplace.

(b) foecupations such as Child Care, Publie Convenience Workers 
and Parks etc, could be areas of concern'. ( as above). 


(c) ' Yes I am personally prejudiced and happen to believe that 
homosexuality is perverted', (Mercury, April '85). 


ve are aware that Greenwich Council operates an Equal Opportun- 
ities policy that states: 


'The Council will: 


"act to eliminate discrimination and employment disadvan- 
tage experienced by lesbians and gay men, both in terms 
of at's own emplpoyment practice and in influencing 
outside employers and grant-aided organisations... 


faccept that good policy will not end heterosexism and 
will seek to change attitudes by providing facilities 
and reseurces to increase awareness of heterosexisn...

LETTER FROM LGYM 

In a society that tries to shove heterosexuality 
down our throats, lesbian and gay young people 
get a particularly hard deal. You may be able 

to remember how isolated you felt when you were 
younger, with no-one to talk with about your 
sexuality, let alone being able to do anything 
about it. 

The Lesbian and Gay Youth Movement, or LGYY, 
helps provide a alternative to compulsory 
heterosexuality for young people. We're open

LGYM provides support and advice for a lot of 
young people.

ester during August: 


The weekend was very stimulating, unlike 
most conferences. CHE is now far from 
the rather staid and stuffy organisation 
it once was. There vere many interesting 
workshops and videos, plus a showing of 
‘The Times of Harvey Milk! (Which has to 
be one of the most positive gay films 
ever). 


One of the highlights for me was the 
opening address by the deputy leader

RACISM AWARENESS TRAINING 


The course will definitely be going 
ahead in January 1986 and will be 

led by Linda King and Associates. The 
course is aimed mainly at people 
working in Greenwich and they will be 
given first priority.« The training is 
for anyone wishing to work on racism 
in their workplace and initiate some 
training themselves. 


The course entails an initial interview 
with each participant and is based 
around this research. This is followed 
by a four day training session using 
role play and discussion..to explore 
people's feelings and experiences about
